On July-3, 1802, more than'a yenr and a 
half before the first bonds were issued to 
replenish the gold reserve, there was 4 net 
balance in the treasury, exclusive.of such’ 
reserve, of less than $13,000,000; but the 
‘gold reserve amounted to more than $114,- 
000,000, which was the quieting feature’ 
It was when the stock 
of gold began rapidly to°fall that fright. 
superyened and our securities held abroad. 
Were returned for sale and. debts owed 
abroad were pressed for payment. In the 
meantime, extensive shipments of gold 
aud other unfavorable indications caused 
restlessness and fright among our people 
‘at home. Thereupon the general-state of 
our funds, exclnsive of gold, became also 
immaterial to them, and they, too, drew 
gold from the treasury’ for . hoarding 
against all contingencies. This is plain- 
ly shown by the large incrense in the pro-- 
portion of gold withdrawn which was re- 
tained by our own people os time and 
threatening incidents progressed. During
